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NINE YEARS OF SPIRITUAL SERVITUDE, 

Tt is just nino years this very weok since tho Mispium was 

rojected as a weekly organ. Tor two years previously it had 
p published monthly. L was urged by tho invisible workers in 
our Cause, as well as by thoso in tho flash, to establish a weekly 
paper. Another monthly organ was then in existence, the editor 
of which had established it with the ostonsiblo purpose of making 
it weekly, I hoped he would do so, and savo me the task of taking 
additional work and responsibility upon my shoulders. To failed 
to fulfil the demands of the time, and did not issue his sheet weekly 
till some time after the Meptum was established. I was therefore 
the pioneer in this line of work, and entered the field at tho urgent 
demand of a long-felt public want, 

To establish the weekly organ of an unpopular Causo : how fow 
realise the terrible doom which looms over tho devoted head of 
one who undertakes such a work! Itis written of an ancient spiri- 
tual worker, that when a great trial was about to bo prosented be- 
foro him, he said: “O my Father; if it bo possible, lot this cup 
pass from me: nevertheless, not as 1 will, but as Thou wilt.” How 
painfully I realised tho bitterness of spirit which could wring such 
an exclamation from human lips, yet fragrant with the sweetness 
of love divine, To attend to the laborious duties of a weekly 
paper would take much time, and already I was over-worked, oyen 
to physical debility ; the intellectual and spiritual qualities required 
I could not lay claim to, and tho sense of my incapacity and un- 
worthiness overwhelmed mo; but in addition, I was tho poorest 
amongst Spiritualists, and with my timo almost entirely absorbed 
by spiritual work, I had not the opportunity to earn a compotency 
wherewith to start a paper, and where would the money como 
from? At last I was constrained to acquiesee, if the moans to 
make a beginning were forthcoming. No appeal was mado, no 
programme of meritorious service sketched out, but without any 
request from mortal, Miss Euphemia Dickson came in and placed 
a £5 note on the table, for what special purpose sho did not state. 
That, I said, is towards payment for tho first number; and so the 
work was commenced, 

Under the circumstances, it is impossible to conceive that the 
Mxprüw was started us a speculation to make monoy, for, in the 
nature of the case, it was sure to involve a heavy und irrotrievablo 
financial outlay. It could not givo ense or grandeur to the pro- 
jector, but was certain to ontail continuous slavery, from which 
there could be no escapo, and for which there would bo no reward 
whatever. It was not to bo expectod that tho undertaking would 
bring to its promoter personal renown and a proud intelloetual 
position, but rather that he would bo visited by the jealousy and 
enmity of his undeveloped brethren, and the lofty scorn of the 
world—socular and saintly, It was, however, a certainty that the 
MxpruM, projected by the spirit-world to effect spiritual purposes, 
would succeed in that respect, and such has been the case, and 
most abundant has tho spiritual harvest beon. 

The readers of the Mxprom well know what tho work of these 
nino years has been. In that timo this paper hus been a freo organ 
to every worthy worker, and possibly to some unworthy ones, but 
it has nover been the creature nor instrument of any mortal or 
purely worldly purposo whatever. It hus entertained the missions 
of individuals only as the external ngencies in effvcting spiritual 
work. Spiritual truth and the welfare of humanity have alone been 
tho aim kept steadily in view, and which have secured an influenco 
and world-wide celebrity for this paper which no human patronage 


could have bestowed, 
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How truo it is also, that the bitter cup which my soul prayed 
so earnestly to bo relieved of at tho beginning, has been drained to 
the dregs. Tho chief opposition which I have experienced those 
nino years has como from avowed Spiritualists—even thoso whom. 
I had befriended,—and. that opposition is in full force nt thia day. 
All forms of malice and injury short of personal assault have been. 
resorted to, and the attempt has boon mado by organised bodies 
and the servants of men and of presumed spirits to ruin my reputa- 
tion, beggar my position, and upset my spiritual work, ‘These 
blind ones havo porsundod themselves that. Spiritualism is a seltish 
struggle for personal aggrandisement and indiv dual supremaey — 
sordid objects which, before God, I declaro never stained my soul's 
garments, and no man cau imputo them to me, Farber, forgive 
them in their ignoranco and utter unspirituality, is all 1 noud suy 
on this point, 

Tho financial burden haa been a continual thraldom that I would 
not have endured, no, not for dear life itself, Only tho sustaining 
strength. of those spiritual hands, for whom I act, has enabled mo 
to go through with it, — Fmpty-souled spiritual-* anti-Christ " 
schemes have fattened Jesuits in the name of Spiritualism at a 
higher annual emolument than has been bestowed on the Spiritual 
Institution to carry on its evangel of love and light to thousands 
upon thousands of earth's children in all parts of the world, To 
plead for means to maintain this work, I have had to sacrifice every 
doar sentiment of a truly sensitive and lofty spirit, in which inde- 
pendence is the most sacred chord, and yet this lust year of fearful 
ommereial depression, in which moana were moro needed than 
over, the revenues have fallen nearly £100 short, and the current 
yoar has opened thus far in a worse condition, ‘The service that is 
rendered for this annual contribution is so disproportionately largo 
that tho wonder is how it is possible to accomplish so much with 
so littl, Tho answor is given in the third point: the fonrful 
strain put upon myself and those associated with me. : 

A series of dangerous illnesses has alllicted myself. and my wile, 
purely the result of the intenso exertion and anxiety which have 
beon forced upon us unromittingly during the last dozen years. 
‘These attacks have boen of the most serious character, and havo 
had a poculiar effeet on body and mind. My last ufllietion was 
diphtheria in Decomber, from which I have never had an oppor- 


tunity to rocoyer. Lam therefore so weak, and sensitive to weather 
and personal influences, that the least exposure brings prostration 
and incapacity for usefulnoss. 

Those attacks have been a work of development, and Tam now 
moro capable, in reality, to perform spiritual work than I ever was 
hofore. My physical aystom has been purged of gross humours, 
so that the more interior elements of my naturo have greater 
opportunity for expression. 1am more susceptible to the ministra- 
tions of the more exalted spiritual spheres, but lesa able to copa 
with the difficulties and tho inharmonies of the lower mundano 
sphores, T require different “ conditions,” and havo to observo the 
laws of mediumship or su I am also undergoing development 
still, and am therefore in a critical stato, 

My niue yours of spiritual servitudo has this wosk culminated in 
such utter prostration and doprivation of necessary moana, that it 
is impossible for me to get out tho usual issue of the Mevius, On 
the Thursday morning L put these thoughts and paragraphs to- 
gother, to lot my readors know how it is that thoy have not. their 
usual paper, 1f they want it [ aball be glad to supply it, it 
favoured with tho moans and conditions. On every hand 1 hear 
phrases of intenso satisfaction at the work I havo dono in Spiri- 
tualism. It is suid that oven my enemies admit the claims of my 


work. T really did not know that I had "enemies" But, with a 
very fow exceptions, what matters it whether they be enemies or 
friends, if they permit the object of their Tied s m seiner 
Perish of want and suffering. “I am sickened at those cold-bearted, 
canting hypocrites, that waste my time asking me to read their 
fulsome nonsense as to my faring as other have done, but 
that I will bo well cared for in the apirit-world. Such men must 
be murderers at heart, I thank God that it haa not been my prin- 
ciple to wait till I get to the spirit-world before L do my duty or 
enjoy the recompense of a clear conscience, and if my nine years’ 
work bas evoked an opposite sentiment, there must bo something 
very much the matter with those who entertain it. 

1 know that these statements will be read with pleasure by some, 
with contempt by others, with sincere sympathy by few, and 
over-looked as uninteresting by the many. The man who suffers 
for the sake of principle is slways friendless and spitten upon. 
The glory of the spiritual, if there be any, is not seen, and the 
degradation of the outer man is regarded with aversion nud dis- 
gust by worldly eyes. This is the deepest pang in tho wounded 
soul The greatest heroes and benefactors have borne death and 
ignominy, with none to plead for them or interfere, and yet the 
world whom they have served. and given life for, stands and looks 
en with helpless indifference. Iam no hero, no benefactor, I give 
mytelf no airs; but this [ know, that life and the means of exis- 
tence are as dear to me as if I were more worthy of these great 


I state these remarks with no request appended. They are a 
part of the bistory of Spiritanlism. They are evidence that 
punishments of the severest kind are yet visited upon the pro- 
moters of a fuller enlightenment, and that Spiritualiym has not 
wet become eo far a realised truth that its adherents can save 
from the worst ¿f hardships those who faithfully serve them, 
and systematioslly set apart a fraction of worldly means to sustain 
the adveesey of spiritual truth. Iam not indifferent to the great 
kindness which has prompted some rich and many poor and 
harassed ones to sustain this Cause, In the name of humanity 
I thank them, and have to say that their kind gifts have all been 
returved to the world, with much more added, 

A cycle of nine years is completed, and I end it where I began: 
with faith in spiritual truth and guidance. I hase received no pro- 
mises, D have been bolstered up with no knowledge of future 
movements, Whatever conditions and my capacity will permit, I 
am ready to perform—even to sheddiog my lust drop of heart's 
blood; bat of myself I promise nothing. My words are to man, 
but my desire is to God, and there let it remain,

To the Editor.—Dear Sir,—Some most startling events have 
taken place in our midst during the past week, which will show to 
your readers with what core and watchfulness our interests in this 
world are guarded by the spirits of the dear friends that have pre- 
ceded us. For the past two years we have held a seance on Tues- 
day evening of every week, attended by a few friends outside our 
own family. On the opening of the seance of Tuesday evening last, 
a message wes written (automatically) through my son, who bas 
very fair mediumistie power,—which message we will call the 
warning. It was as follows:—“ An event will happen to one of 
you within the next week, which will cause you some disquietude ; 
it will occur when you least expect—you see! I cannot tell you 
what it is; I cannot tell you any more," This was communicated 
hy the spirit of my sister “Clarissa,” who has on several occasions 
before given ua very nice messages, Ou the receipt of such in- 
formation, each. naturally felt a little disturbed, thinking it might 
happen to themselves, The seance continued, and my son was 
several times jevitated until he must hare nearly touched the ceil- 
ing, whic our Roman houses is very lofty, “At the close of the 
rance we said to each other, * We shall mark if anything comes of 
the prediction.” 

When my family met the next morning at the breakfast-table, 
my son related what appeared to bim to be more a vision than a 
dream, that occurred to him during the night. It appeared to him 
that robbers had entered the house by his bedroom-window, went 
to my cabinet, and having abstracted therefrom a quantity of 
money with other articles, returned, and again passed through his 
bedroom.
